‘ . TANGLE WILL BE SOLVED 


Reference of the Cause of Friction to 
Pekin Indicates That the Powers 
Will See That China Does Her 
Duty in the Case. 


CHEFOO, Aug. 23., (Noon).—According to 
B4vices brought from Port Arthur by a 
junk, Japanese were hotly pressing the 
Russian center along the railway and the 
Russian right in the vicinity of Golden 
Hill. 

These advices are brought by Chinese 
who departed from Taipangtse, which js 
one mile from the city near Golden Hill, 
between the city and the forts of the Rus- 
sian right wing. The Chinese declare that 
the Japanese occupied Taipangtse and pen- 
etrated along the railway to Gen. BStoes- 
sel’s residence on Aug. 21. 

As this report would indicate that Port 
Arthur had all but fallen, the Japanese 
@®xpert attached to the local consulate re- 
ceived the information with great reserve. 
The information is accepted, however, as 
a confirmation of previous reports that the 
Russians have been driven from Itzshan 
and that the Japanese are very close to the 
southern forts and the eastern defenses. 

The local Japanese, under the leadership 
of their consul, are subscribing money and 
preparing to celebrate the expected fall of 
the fortress. 

The Chinese who arrived today further 
report that a Russian warship was hit 
by a shell recently and sunk in the harbor. 
A report was cabled several days ago that 
@ gunboat of the Otvaji type had been 
sunk. This is probably the vessel re- 
ferred to. 


WASHINGTON THINKS SHANGHAI 


TANGLE WILL BE SOLVED 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—The United 
States government, while ready to protect 
the neutrality of China, does not now an- 
ticipate trouble as a result of the friction 
at Shanghai. 

There is every reason to believe Russia 
will disarm her warship now in that har- 
bor.

SIGNIFICANCE OF

but even the reduced interest is unpaid, 
European bondholders lovingly 
await your election, with a view to pre- 
senting their little bills in a more solvent 
quarter. Now that you have siiced off 
the Isthmus of Panama, the principal as- 
set of the country, the money lenders look 
to your guarantee of the bonds as their 
only hope. If you settle that debt you will 
have the privilege of redeeming the $656,- 
000,000 of Colombian paper money, worth 
at last accounts one cent on the dollar. 

Next comes our old, old friend Vene- 
zuela, noble Venezuela, the jingo patriots’ 
star of hope. Unless Venezuela ‘keeps or- 
der and pays its obligations’ we shall have 
to interfere, if your policy be approved at 
the polls. When you are looking for @ 
debt to guarantee, Venezuela's offers par- 
ticular attractions. It started in arrears 
70 years ago, when Venezuela assumed the 
task of leaving unpaid part of the obliga- 
tions that the old Colombian republic had 
been omitting to pay hefore, and it has 
been running behind ever since. Of Vene- 
zuela’s total foreign debt of $27,155. 795. 
about $4,800,000 represents unpaid interest. 
That does not count the millions assessed 
against the country by most of the pvowers 
of Europe for damages to their subjects 
and pressed by every agency of persua- 
sion, from gunboats to The Hague tribunal. 
Nor does it count the internal debt, 
amounting, with principal and unpaid in- 
terest, to $18,277,600... As to the maintenance

$329 587,985 to foreign bondholders, as well 
as $207,880,000 at home, and a debt of that 
size calls for & careful inspection from the 


indorsers. 

Next comes Ecuador. Unless Ecuador 
“keeps order and pays its obligations’ we 
must interfere, if your policy be approved 
at the polls. With only three revolutions 
in 30 years, that republic can pase a pretty 
fair examination In the art of keeping or- 
der, but the state of Its finances calls 
earnestly for a benevolent collector. 
Ecuador has paid hardly any interest on 
her debt in the last 37 years. After re- 
peated scalings of principal and interest 
the remnant of $4,096,588 has now been 
shifted to the shoulders of a railroad com- 
pany, whose methods of dealing with it 
are atill to be tested. 

Next comes Peru. Unless Peru “keeps 
order and pays its obligations’ we must 
interfere, if your policy be approved at the 
polls, The Peruvian foreign debt of about 
$115,000,000 haa been assumed by an Anglo- 
American syndicate, but there are already 
complaints of unfulfilled conditions and 
the complaints of a syndicate cannot be 
ignored by a government engaged in 
apreading civilization among inferior peo- 
ples. Perhaps Mr. Cortelyou might be able 
to get some fat out of the combination in 
return for a warship to enforce ite claims. 

Peru is comparatively orderly, having 
had only about fifteen identifiable revolu- 
tions.

OTTAWA, Aug. ~.—The report of the 
Geological survey of Canada for the past 
year, receritly issued, shows that since 
1896 upward of $97,000,000 worth of gold has 
been shipped out of the Canadian Yukon. 

The production of the precious metal in 
this district amounted to only a few 
thousand dollars worth eight year ago. 
In 1900 it had leaped to $22,000,000, but since 
that record year it has steadily declined 


geveral millions each year until last year 


the production amounted to $12,250,000. 
It is stated that practically all this gold 

Bas been taken out of the wonderfully 

Yich claims contained in about a half a 


dozen creeks in the Klondyke districts, 
and the decreasing production of this 
wealth is largely attributed to the exhaus- 
tion of the best deposits. Although pro- 
duction is apparentiy decreasing, it is 
shown, on the other hand, that mining 
ativity in the Yukon is increasing. 

It would seem, from the present condi- 
tion of things in the Yukon that the day 
when the placer miner, with his pan, 
could in a brief time secure a vast for- 
une is now a thing of the past.

Ex-Premier of France Shocked and 
Embittered by Premier Combes’ 
Drastic Anti-Clerical Acts. 


PARIS, Aug. .0.—There is good reason 
to believe that Waldeck-Rousseau, the late 
former premier, died as much of a broken 
heart as of disease. 3 

He was bitterly disappointed over the 
failure of the firm yet deliberate policy 
which he inaugurated toward the religious 
congregations near the end of his tenure 
of power. 

Although an_  anti-clericalist, he was 
shocked and dismayed by the drastic rad- 
ical measures of his successor, Premier 
Combes, toward the religious orders, with 
their sequel in the present crisis with the 
Vatican. That his feelings were deeply 
touched was shown by his final speech in 
the senate on this subject. 

Constant brooding kept him from rally- 
ing his strength for the difficult surgical 
operation which he underwent May 5. His 
trouble was chronic pancreatitis. It was 
then rumored that his ailment was cancer. 
This was denied until his death. Today, 
a member of his family admits that the 
Surgeons were unable to say whether the 
disease was of a cancerous nature. 

The fact is generally commented upon 
that in spite of his political opposition to 
the Catholic church, he received extreme 
unction from a priest who was called in

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OF THE SIGHTLESS 


Afflicted Sought and Given Free 
Home Instruction—Blind Girls 
Make Good Wives. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Aug. U.—Of vast benefit is 
the Social and Mutual Advancement As- 
sociation of the Blind in Chicago. Mrs. 
Lena Osborn of 18 Lincoln avenue, who 
is totally blind, is chairman of the lady 
board of managers. 

“All blind persons who wish to learn to 
read and write, efther by the point or 
graille printing system for the blind, will 
be able to get free tuition by applying to 
our society,"’ said Mrs. Osborn. ‘“‘We send 
teachers free of charge to the homes of 
the adult blind and teach them the alpha- 
bet and the various characters which stand 
for contractions. 


“The Chicago public MWbrary has over 800 
volumes for the use of the blind, com- 
prising readings of all gorts. We find that 
this part of the library is seldom used and, | 
ascribe it to a general lack of ability to! 
read on the part of the adult blind. 

“Those who are born blind are more 
fortunate than those who, like myself, lkcse 
their eyesight at an advanced age, as they 
are sent to state institutions as children 
and learn the blind alphabets before they 
learn seeing people's letters. Any persons 
under 80 years of age can learn the blind 
letters and read with considerable and 
surprising speed. Those are the people 
whom we aim to aid. 

“I can safely say that there are 800 adult 
blind in this city. The majority of them 
cannot read. We intend to adopt a uni- 
form letter system. 

“The life of a blind person is not the 
great mystery that it is commonly thought 
by seeing people. Just when the sight is{ 
going the suffering is the most pitiful. 
hose cases we are anxious to learn of. | 
We wish to visit those who are on the! 
verge between light and darkness and 
show them that even blind persons can 
have a happy time of it. For instance. a. 
blind person keeps everything in its- place. 
Otherwise he would never find it. Thus we 
never lose anything. 
“If men knew what ideal wives bfin 
girls make the blind girls would soon be al 
taken. I can cook, sew darn and do almost 
anything except to venture far from the 
house. Tf can write the ordinary hand- 
writing from the memory of the lettars I 
was taught 40 years ago in the pnblic 
schools. We become so sharp in our ob- 
servation that we can almost describe the] 
appearance of the person we address.’’ 


MEXICANS WANTED 
FOR COTTON FIELDS 


Negroes Have Gone to the 
Northwest. 


EL PASO, Tex., Aug. «.—At present 
there appears to be a great demand ior 
Mexican laborers. An order has een re- 
ceived for sixty Mexicans to work on the 
Tonto Basfh reservoir in Arizona. A ship- 
ment of Mexicans was recently made to 
this point, but owing to the graat under- 
taking more are required. 

An employment agency of this, city 
has also been wired to send a big force to 
Baton Rouge, La., to pick cotton. 

Owing to the low prices of sugar nnd the 
advance in the price of cotton, the plant- 
ers in the south are going into the latter 
industry and abandoning the forrner. They 
are also clearing up vast tracts of land 
that have not been in cultivation since the 
civil war. They want Mexicans fvr this 
work also. The negroes are leaving the 
country, and many of them ave going to 
the northwest. As a consequence labor is 
scarce in a number of localities in Louis- 
iana and Mississippi. 

There is also a big demand far Mexican 
laborers in the fish canneries at Beloxi, 
Miss., and other gulf towns. The women 
and children are the ones wanted in the 
latter instance, but to induce them to 
come the men are employed alsa They 
are desired at the fisheries as permanent 
settlers, as there been so much trouble 
with transient help.

The Steelpecker.

St. Louls Day at the Fair—Sept. 15—will 
be observed as a holiday by St. Louis. 

Already several of the large mercantile 
and manufacturing establishments have 
signified their intention of closing for the 
entire day, and of giving their employes 
every oppomunity, even to the extent of 


presenting them with admission tickets for 
seeing the Fair. 

At least nine large establishments have 
declared this to be their intention. In the 
list are the William Barr Dry Goods Co., 
Scruggs, Vandervoort & Barney, the 
Grand-~Leader, the May Co., Nugents, 
Penny & Gentiles, the Simmons Hardware 
Qo., the Brown Shoe Co., and the F. A. 
Steer Furnishing Goods Co. 

Other big mercantile and manufacturing 
houses have signified their willingness to 
| close up on that day, and it is expected 
that downtown business will be practically 
at a standstill, while business men and 
their employes attend the Fair. 

The Merchants’ Exchange will be closed, 
as will most of the brokerage and insur- 
ance Offices, and the bank and trust com- 
panies, the latter merely attending to the 
necessary business. 

Mare than 200 committees are looking aft- 
er the plans for the day, and they are to 
be rassisted in their work by the ministers, 
wh» are asked to bring the matter before 
the members of their congregations. 

‘The railroads have entered heartily into 
fhe plans, and a rate of 1 cent a mile will 
prevail for St. Louis day from points with- 
in a day’s journey of St. Louls. The traffic 
managers of tne interested lines expect to 
perfect their arrangements within a short 
while, and to announce the radius and time 
limit of these tickets.

and Captain Prepared to Blow 
Her Up. 


VLADIVOSTOK, Aug. 2.~The Grombol 
and Rossia present a battered appearance. 
Their smokesteeks show great rents, while 
the masts, bridges and ventilators look like 
sieves and there are marks of battle every- 
where. 

Guns are dismantled, boats shattered and 
there are numerous holes in the cruisers’ 
hulls through which a man could easily 
pass. Many of the cabins were completely 
wrecked. 

Some of the Japanese shells performed 
queer actions. On the Rossia a shell burst 
in a clothes Gupboard. Garments therein 
were torn té shreds, but a mirror wags 
not scratched. Photographs and knick- 
knacks on a writing table nearby were 
not disturbed. 

In another part of the cruiser the walis 
were blackened by the smoke of a fierce 
fire in which eight men were burned alive, 
yet an almanac on the wall was not even 
scorched. Aboard the Gromoboi a shell en- 
tered the wardroom and wrecked the fur- 
niture, but a parrot cage was wrtouched. 

All of the officers are full of praise for 
the coolness and bravery of the men who 
died in the battle. Comrades took their 
places without awaiting orders. It Was 
deadly work on the upper deck, where the 
gunners were without protection, and shells, 
striking, burst into a thousand fragments, 
killing and wounding men until the deck be- 
came a veritable shambles—strewn with 
Gead and dying. 

Not a single gunner pretected by case- 
ments lost. his life. The value of protective 
armor was demonstrated whenever pro- 
jectiles struck the armored portion of the 
vessels, 

There were many deeds of heroism dur- 
ing the five-hour battle, but the greatest 
praise of all belongs to Capt. Dabich of the 
Gromobol, who remained at his post on the 
bridge from the beginning to the end of the 
fight, when, wounded in the back, he per- 
sisted in resuming command directly the 
wound. had been dressed, but yielding to 
the entreaties of his officers, he sought 
shelter in the conning tower. 

No sooner had he entered than a shell 

it the foot of the tower, glancing upward 
to the overhanging cover. and entered 
threugh the peephole, killing one Meutenant 
and two quartermasters, wounding two 
lieutenants and again wounding Capt. Da- 
bich in the head and breast. Not a single 
man in the tower escaped. 

There being no one to steer the ship, the 
captain, badly wounded though he was, 
}dragged himself to the wheel until another 
quartermaster had been summoned. 


THE CAPTAIN’S PLUCK. 

Subsequently learning thai the men were 
depressed by the fact that he had been 
wounded a second time, the captain in- 
sisted, after the second dressing, on being 
supported along the decks to the casements, 
encouraging the sailors, saying: 

“I am alive, brothers. Go on smashing 
the Japanese.”’ 

When Capt. Andrieff of the Rossia ascer- 
tained that only three out of her 20 big 
guns could be fired, he coolly gave orders 
to get explosives in readiness to sink the 
Ship. Capt. Andrieff is usually nervous, 
but in battle he was cool as a cucumber. 
When not giving orders he was cheerfully 
conversing with the gunners at their sta- 
tions. 

Capt. Berlinsky was killed by a splinter 
which struck him on the head at the outset 
of the fight. 

Lieut. Molas also distingdished himself. 
A shell entered the compartment where he 
Was directing the fire and set fire to the 
deck where a number of charges were 
Standing about. Then came an eight-inch 
Shell which seattered' the charges’ and 
cCausea a terrible explosion which threw 
the men im every direction and hurled 
Lieut. Molas to the upper deck. 

Fortunately, he fell on a heap of dead 
bodies and escaped with severe bruises. 

Dense fire and smoke were then pouring 
out of the compartment, but Lieut. Molas 
did not hesitate for a moment. Calling 
for volunteers, he plunged headlong into 
the flaming compartment and gucceeded 
in putting out the fire. 

Another officer, followed by a number 
of sailors, brought a hose and played 
water upon Lieut. Molas and his men 
wiile they were removing the unexploded 
charges, regardless of the fact that they 
might have expieded at any minute in 
their hands. 

Only one of the dead bodies was brought 
back, Capt. Berlinsky of the Rossia. His 
remains lay in a coffin near an fkon of the 
Savior, the glig@és frame of which was 
smashed. The image, however, miracu- 
jously escaped. 

All the others who were killed were 
buried at sea, a farewell salute being fired 
as the bodies were slid over the ship's 
side. 

The seamen of the_Rossia and Gromobol 
who survived are cheerful. They respond- 
ed to the greetings of Vice-Admiral Skrvyd- 
loff with joyful hurrahs. 

On board the Rurlk were 24 officers, a 
priest, 87 petty officers and 700 men.

“As my mother was not able to accom- 
pany me, I came over under the protection 
of Mr. Hayden, my attorney, and his wife. 

“T am assured by my English physician 
and by_ Dr. Wilmer of Washington, D. C., 
who prescribed for me during the vovage, 
that “quiet and mental rest will in time 
restore my héalth. 

“It is on the advice of my counsel and 
my physician that I have traveled incog- 
nito. I cannot express the feelings of deep 
joy and thankfulness with which I return 
to my native land. At the earliest oppor- 
tunity 1 shall visit my birthplace, Mobile, 
Ala., and also Norfolk, Va., my home dur- 
ing my married life. I now believe, as I 
have always, that God willl in His own 
time, right the great wrong that I have 


suffered.”’

This somewhat remarkable resolution 
marks the termination of a period of 
strained relations between the Agricultural 
Club and the Fair manage- 
ment which, in the final outcome, has re- 
sulted in the club obtaining all it asked of 
the Fair. people. 

Only a short while ago there was quite a 
disturbing time owing to the failure of the 
World's Fair management to supply the

DIED AS hE LIVED, 
A MAN OF MYSTERY 


Clifford La Mont, Actor, Had Claimed 


as Mother a Wealthy 
Woman. 


FRIENDS TELL STRANGE STORY 


Known as “Danny” Archibald in His 
Youth, Later as Foster Son of 
Mrs. Aspinwall. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

NEW YORK, Aug. ¥ —With the death of 
Clifford Lamont at the Hotel Sturtevant in 
West Thirty-fifth street on Saturday the 
curtain dropped on the last act of a life 
drama .of unusual interest. Mystery en- 
wrapped Clifford La Mont while he lived, 
and the manner of his death was in keep- 
ing with the kind of existence he had 
led. 

Reared in luxury he tasted of many 
vicissitudes. At times he dwelt in elegant 
leisure; again he strove to obtain a small 
part upon the stage. His reputed mother 
denied at times that he was her son. He 
made a romantic marriage and was 
plunged into the deepest despondericy by 
the death of his wife. His two talented 
children made a name for themselves in 
the theatrical world. and reflected lustre 
upon their father’s name. 

There were days when Clifford La Mont 
had his pockets full of money, which he 
spent lavishly. Freauently he was de- 
pressed because he had no money to spend. 
The Rialto knew him-in both moods. For 
vears he was a familiar figure in the 
changing throng in that part of Broadway 
and there was little surprise expressed 
when It was announced that he had passed 
away.

Addicted to 
Use of Morphine. 


Intimate friends of the dead man denied 
that there had been any suicidal attempt, 
however. La Mont was addicted to the 
use of morphine, and it is believed that he 
took an overdose. He became very il] in 
the night, and choked, bursting a blood 
vessel, which caused his death. 

“I went to get him and take him out to 
breakfast, as I had been doling for some 
time,’’ said Charles Burrell of 261 West 
Thirty-sixth street. “When I got no re- 
spense | started to rouse him by shaking 
him, but he was dead. It was a great 
shock to me. I had known him for 2 
years. We were in bcarding school to- 
gether. 

‘Clifford La Mont had often told me that 
he was the son. of Mrs, Lyman Aspinwail, 
but I was never sure whether he meant he 
was her own son or only an adopted child. 
Mrs. Aspinwall spends most of her time In 
Cottage City, Martha's Vineyard, where she 
owns considerable property.’’ 

Mrs. Aspinwall was notified of the death

Rank by Good Behavior. 


A SWORD FIGHT IN EARNEST

As the result of a lypical American po- 
litical fight in the Lanao Moro village at 
the Philippine reservation, World's Fair, 
Sultan Pitiilian, ruler of 20,000 people when 
he's at home, has been deposed, and will 
have to be very good if he is ever to get 
his job back again. 

The fight is over W. A. Long, custodian 
of the Moros, and the Philippine commis- 
sion has taken a hand to the extent of or- 
dering Pitiilian’s deposition. 

Factional lines are closely drawn, with 
sultans on both sides. Knives also have 
been drawn once, and two Moros have 
bandaged heads as a result. 


A month ago Long, formerly a sergeant 
in the 28th Infantry, was appointed cus- 
todian of the Moro village. ecause his 
methods were different from those of his 
predecessor, Charles H. Wax, Sultan Piti- 
liian conceived a dislike for him. When a 
prominent Moro died a few days later a 
faction represented by Pitlilian conceived 
the notion that the gods were expressing 
their displeasure with Long. 

Sultan Pitlilian went to Dr. W. P. Wil- 
son, president of the Philippine commis- 
sion, and complained about Long.
